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THE: GNTARIO SYSTEM 
OF MAKING A LAW 
Ontario, ithe premier province of the Dominion, and at 
tne same time the richest and the home of the greatest num- 
ber of industrial workers, is just commencing to realize that 
in the matter of legislation which affects. the army of work- 
ers who produce tne country’s wealth, they have overlooked 


an obligation, : 

Ontario's awakening takes the form of an agitation for 
t workimen’s compensation act and a commission has been 
appointed to go into the question of compensation and re- 


oort to the legislature, 
Of this commission the Toronto Globe, under the head- 


mg of “A Real Compensation Act,” says: 

Sir William Meredith, who for over a.year has been conducting an 
inquiry on behalf of the Ontario Governmont into the subject of com- 
ponsation to workmon for injurics sustained In the courso of their om= 
ployment, proposes to hold a puolic sitting in the parilament buildings 
next Mondey, whon all persons dosiring it will bo hoard. Tho oppor- 
tunity should be taken by the Iabor unions of this cily to urge a fun- 
aamental change in tho law. The timo is rips for such a remodelling 
of the statute as will! mako it unnecessary for workmen to fight for 
compensation In tho courts. The money spent in !!tigatlon by employers, 
employees, and eccidont insurance corpcrations would provido a fund 
large enough, if supplemonted by a reasonable grant from the Pro- 
vincia! Treasury, to provide fer a provincial accident Insurance system 
that would put an ond to Itigation. 

Yoero Is no tragedy In our social relationships today more pltiful 
than that of a cripplad workiman or ths widow of a soldier in the army 
of Industry who has “died In action’ fighting in. tho courts against a 
poweriul corporation for enough to keep body and soul together, and 
frequonily failing on some teshnicality. Sir William Mere ‘th is a Jurist, 
but ho is also a humano man, and wa hopo he will sce his way to ad~ 
viso that workmen's compensation In Ontario bo mada a matter depond- 
ing on citizenship and not upon tho unccrtzrinties of a law suit. This 
provirce is bohind tho times in Its compensation laws. A compulsory con- 
tribulory system—such as tho German one—to which the state, the em- 
ploycr, and tho empleyeo would bo parties, would bo far batter for tho 
workman and prebibly little worse for the omployer than the present, 
which ylelds the maximum of litigation for the minlinum of compen= 


sation.

method of producing legislation. The incontrovertibleness, 
yne would suppose, of the premises that an industry should 
bear the cost of its own risks and casualties would be appar- 
ent to any normal mind, and to settle this phase of the com- 
yensation no commission should be necessary. In-fact, any 
more {han a plain statement of the proposition would be su- 
verfluous. - 

Accepting this as a matter of fact, which is what the Al- 
verta -government did when the matter came up to them for 
legislation, there is nothing left to do but to frame the act. 
\nd even in this Ontario ‘should need no commission. By 
sending a stenographer to the nearest law library with in- 
structions lo take from the statutes of the province of Al- | 
derta the compensation act which was en: icled by the legis- 
lature of this province, substituting only the name “Ontario” 
yhere the name ‘‘Alberta’’ occurs, ‘Ontario would get the best 
compensation act on the continent of North America, or, for 
hat matter, in the world. 

With the Alberta law to copy from, the Ontario commis- 
don is wasteful and ridiculous excess.
